The explanation given of th*-ir mi­ 
gration is that th<- moths, attracted 
to the headlights o f locomotives, have 
clung to the framework of engines 
and been carried westward by easy 
stages Almost every tree in this city 
¡lias been attacked by the moths, and 
caterpillar forms now 
hatched are 
I threatening to defoliate the county. 
The gypsy and brown-tailed moths 
were, brought to this country by a 
Harvard professor. 
He kept a few 
specimens under a net in his back 
yard, but a storm blew away the net­ 
ting and scattered the insects. Since 
then Massachusetts has spent several 
millions of dollars in 
lighting the 
pests.
